of executions by mobs in the streets of 
Peking of isolated foreigners and Euro- 
pean soldiers whom they had captured.

Fighting of a. desperate 
character took place in th« immediate 
neighborhood of Tien-Tain June 30. 
Taku dispatches say an -attack in great 
force is expected at any moment. The 
Chinese commanders are awaiting the 
arrival of more gang and re-enforce- 
ments before making an effort to re- 
take the city. A dispatch from Shang- 
hai to the Daily Telegraph, dated July 
5, says the losses of the allies up to 
June 29 totaled 600.

elected to congress a« a currency re- 
former in 1874,and''was re-elected to the 
forty-sixth congress. He served aa First 
Assistant Postmaster General during Mr. 
Cleveland's first tern, acd was elected 
viry president of the United States in 
1892. 
He is a man of affairs, and also 


an excellent campaigner. As presiding 
officer of the United States senate he 
gained the friendship of all the members 
irrespective of party.

Kansas City, Mo,, July 7—It is all 


over. Mr. Bryan's troupe of performing 
delegates has closed its season and the 
Democratic national convention of 1900 
at an end. 
It didn't adjourn. 
It simply quit 


after handing "Uncle" Adlai Stevenson 
a somewhat faded bouquet, which David 
Bennett Hill of New York had previous- 
ly declined to wear in his buttonhole. 


The closing session was marked by a 


continuous flow of oratory and of per 
spiration, 
The bad little free silver and 


populist boys, whom the democratic 
party was thinking of adopting into its 
family, were allowed to sit on the stage 
and to speak .their little pieces, but they 
failed to get the vice presidential nomi- 
nation or any other official lecognition. 


Only Seiuoned Democrats Wanted 


Good, old, fashionea Bourbons from 


"Jaw jaw" and the other states where 
the 
boys memorize the democratic 


national platform before they study the 
catechism, refused -to sit by and 'allow 
any of the offices to be handed over to 
the new party recruits, whose democracy 
was not yet dry behind the ears. 


"Ah come from a state, sah," bellowed 


one of the Southern orators, "which 
gives two hundred democratic majohity, 
no mattah what the platfo'm is or who 
the candidates ah. But ah'l tell vou 
one thing, we want it to be a democratic 
platfo'm and we've got to have demo- 
cratic candidates. 


''We do mo* of the cooking for the 


.democratic p-ihty ami we don/t eat;. any 
of the pie, but we ah not going to have 
any second hand., shop wobn republican 
or) b'uh national ticket." 


So when the vote was taken Towne, 


the free silver idol, was down among the 
"also rans," along with a certain John 
Smith of Maryland and the other favo- 
rite sons who like to see their names in 
the paper occasionally. 


Bryan I>oe» Not Appear. 


''Our venerated leader" staid at home 


at Lincoln. _ Everything had been ar- 
ranged tobrlcg him across the state into 
Kansas City on a special train, with the 
.idea of throwing the convention into 
convulsions of enthusiasm which would 
lend the delegates to tear up the con- 
vention hall by the roots and take the 
bricks home with them as souvenlra. 
But Chairman Jones got busy on the 
long distance telephone wire late Ipst 
night and told "William Bray Jennings" 
as Webb Davis puts it, that the dele- 
gates were tired and hot and that he 
feared even the presence of "ourpeerless 
leader" in the flesh would fail to arouse 
them to more than a temporary out- 
burst of enthusiasm. 


Xone Icetierfr in the Ocean, 


The one thing that stuck up in the 


monotoDy,of yesterday's session like a 
rock in a muddy stream was David B. 
Hill. Hill was practically offered the 
nomination for the vice presidency and 
would have taken it even though it came 
on a silver platter but for' the fact .that 
Old Dick Croker hafl his "Corsican 
poinard" ready to sink deep into bis ten- 
der flesh. Hill got up and declined the 
honor in so many words. Even then it 
was almost thrust upon him. 
Fear of 


Tammany's 
treachery 
made 
Hill 


decline and the same fear kept the con- 
vention from pressing him into service. 


And so the democracy, looking around 


for a vice presidential candidate who 
was not particular about what was in 
the platform and who was quite willing 
to play a soft and low accompaniment

Adlai as a nice, agreeable old man who 
would hurt nobody's feelings and whose 
democracy is blown in the bottle.

sible and started out of the hall. The 
people were enthusiastic enough, but it 
was a long-delayed dinner which was the 
object of their enthusiasm. 


Towne Ex [jet-Is to Decline 


The national committees of the silver 


republicans and the populists will get 
together within tha next month and de- 
cide what they will do about Stevenson. 
In the meantime Mr. Towne will proba- 
bly decline and thus leave the wav open 
for these democratic allies to swallow 
the democratic ticket.

silver republican convention by a prac- 
tically' unanimous vote referred the vice 
presidential nomination to the national 
committee with plenary powers and at 
5:22 p. m. the convention adjourned sine 
die. 


The decision not to nominate a can- 


didate for vice president was made at 
the urgent solicitation of Charles A. 
Tqwne whom the convention desired to 
nominate by acclummation, Mr. Towce 
begged the convention not to do so, 
nnd said its only hope for success was 
to support Bryan and Stevenson. In- 
asmuch as Mr. Towne declared it was 
his intention to support tha nominees of 
the democratic convention, it is believed 
he will decline the populist nomination 
for the vice presidency.

Many of hia friends could not 
believe that he waa sincere in the matter 
but private assurances confirm the pub- 
lic announcement. ' 


Among the wing of the republican 


party, which of late has come to be 
known as Ihe stalwarts, it was said that 
the reason of his sudden. announcement 
is that Senator Spooner'dislikee a politi- 
cal fight and that he sees, in the ascend- 
ency of LaFollette a fight ahead if he 
wishes to retain his seat, 


Others^claim he will retire from the 


senate to go into the cabinet of Presi- 
dent McKinley after the election, and 
others again claim that he may be put- 
ting himself in shape for the presidential 
campaign of 1904 and that he may with 
to be a candidate for president at that 
time. 


State* the True IteMon. 


Senator Spooner states the 
true 


reason in his letter to the republican* 
of the state in which he says that hia 
duty to his family makes it imperative 
Ion 'him not to be a; candidate. Serator' 
Spooner never did care for Washington 
life, and lately has been ailing, ancWit 
was feared for a time wae threatened 
'with a serious malady.

cock looms up strong. 
Mr. Babcock 


was the first of the politicians of the 
state 
who 
recognized La Toilette's 


strength in the campaign, and as a con- 
sequence it is behoved that many of the 
old time La Follette men have a kindly 
feeling toward him. 


All of the LaFoljette men, however, 


deny that there Id a deal with Babcock 
but claim he will have to stand in the 
fight as ID the last contest. 


Edgar W. Col*rtnan of Der Herald, an ' 


opponent of L* Follette suggests that! 
ex-Governor Bfoard may be the senator.! 
The ex-Governor, however, would not be 
a candidate in the last contest, and there 
is no reason to believe that he will enter 
this one. 


On the other hand S. A. Cook ofNeen- 


ah and Judge Webb may both be in the 
fight. There has been some suggestion 
of La Follette, but he is barred because 
of his announcement that be would not 
be a candidate. There is general regret 
at the retirement of Senator Spooner.

Enteric Fe-rer Killing Many—Plan to 


Receive the Survivor*. 


The frightful sufferings and losses 


sustained by the volunteer Canadian 
soldiers in South Africa are being grad- 
ually brought home to the people of 
tbis country by the harrowing sto- 
ries contained In letters 
from 
the 


survivors, says a Quebec dispatch to 
the New York S\m. The Royal Cana- 
dian regiment, which constituted the 
first oC the contingent sent out by the 
Dom'iiiion to the aid of Great Britain 
in South Africa, has been so decimated \ 
lliat an officer, who wrote from Wy'h- 
borg on May 5, reports that the roll 
call that day showed only 374 men out 
of 1,035 who left Canada. Some com- 
panies had ouly one officer left. Though 
many Canadians left their bones on 
thu different battlefields, the heaviest 
losses are those caused by disease, the 
deadly enteric fever having elatoed 
ail enormous number of victims. A 
very large .proportion of the cases 
prove fatal, and on the day that Cap- 
tain Rogers wrote the letter referred 
to 40 men had been seut to the hospital 
and 70 more were to go on the follow 
Ing day.

on bonrd.

LOOLS LIKE AN IMMENSE SPID. 


ER WEB ACROSS THE RIVER; 


Excavation 
for the 
Cut Under the 


Northwestern Tracks Has Already 
Commenced—Largest Steam Shovel 
Ever Used Now in Operation on tbe 
Janesville & Southeastern. 


The new trestle being built by the 


Janesville & Southeastern railway from 
Snipe hill to the south end of the C, & 
N. W. R. R. bridge is about completed. 
The pile driver had reached the south 
bank of the river yesterday afternoon 
and a few more spans will bring the 
work to where the excavation under the 
N. W. tracks will begin. 


The new .trestle looks like an immense 


spider web stretching across the river 
to Snipe hill and seems hardly strong 
enough to bear the immense strain that 
will be put upon it,, although there is 
no question but it will be. 


Excavations for tbe cut under tho C. 


& N. W. tracks has already begun and a 
large opening-has been made in the 
quarry south of Center avenue on tho 
right of way. This ie one of the hard- 
est cuts on the entire 
line, being 


through solid stone almost the entire 
distance. When completed and track 
connections made with the new trestle 
work tbe work of filling across the flat 
will proceed much more rapidly. 


Most o£ the earth to make the fill on 


the line sf the new trestle mil be taken 
from Snipe hill. The largest steam 
shovel ever used in southern Wisconsin 
is now being set up by the railroad com 
pany near Snipe hill, it being able to 
take up five cubic yards of earth at a 
time. Filling cars with a shovel of that 
size is pretty lively work and is quite an 
improvement over'the hand shovel.

• laws—nay, perhaps largely in conse- 
quence of them—there is no other civi- 
lized land in which woman exorcises so 
much influence evilly and crookedly as 
In France, and France suffers horribly 
In consequence of this today. Always 
the weak and the wronged get their re- 
venge in some way. 


When a committee of women, with 


Mme. Pegard, a well known and influ- 
ential French lady, at their hoad, set 
going the movement looking toward 
the construction of a special building 
for women at the 1000 exhibition, they 
were met with distrust and opposition. 
Men could not understand what the 
women wanted a palace of their own 
for anyway. The social aristocracy of 
France was dead against a woman's 
building or women's congresses at the 
show. High life held aloof from both 
tho women's pavilion and the women's 
congresses. 


In France, as in some other countries 


I have lived in. the sc-x stands in its 
own light, and tho obstacle to woman's 
progress is woman herself. However, 
In Franco, as also in some other lands 
in which I have lived, the women of 
the social aristocracy are always quite 
ready to come forward and enjoy th« 


English will hardly do, therefore I 
translate a littlo from the French con- 
cerning it. The French writer says: 


"The palace of woman in its 'archi- 


tecture. French and modern, decorated 
with trellis work, with flowers and 
fountains, has tho elegance and the 
fineness of aspect which comport with 
Its name and destination. 


"The palace of woman has on the 


first floor a grand hall of theater, of 
concerts, of conferences, of reading, 
etc. One ascends by electric elevators 
and by staircases. 


"The palace of woman comprises a 


main central structure flanked by two 
pavilions more small, where flnd them- 
selves on one side a restaurant and on 
the other a confectioner's. 


"The palace of woman contains a 


grand, hall of exposition where is dis- 
played every variety of the works es- 
pecially interesting to women." 


There are likewise rooms devoted to 


health, beauty and hairdressing for 
women. 
Finally the unique French 


description adds the following: 


"The palace of woman, which con- 


tains numerous attractions, is a crea- 
tion which imposes itself. For the first 
time women have a palace to them- 
selves, a place for recreation, for in- 
formation and for repose. 
They will 


find all that which is able to .bo useful 
and pleasing to them under conditions 
worthy of them and of tlie elegant nub- 
ile that visits it." 


The statement that for the first time 


women have here a palace all to them- 
selves is—well, it is extremely Frenchy. 
But those who remember the hand- 
some, commodious and thoroughly in- 
teresting woman's building at the Chi- 
cago exposition of 1893 will perceive 
that it is a statement based upon de- 
fective Information.

tioned iu the call unless for any reason it is im- 
possible to bold it at that place, in which orcnt 
it may bo adjourned to somo other convenient 
placo, and in case of such adjournment a per- 
son should be stationed at tho place mentioned 
in the notice, to notify electors of tho adjourn- 
ment. 


TIME. The caucus should be opened at the 


time mentioned in the call and remain open for 
the period of time specified in snch call. 


THE OFFICERS. The chairman of tho caucus 


shall bo the chairman of the town committee. 
In his absence the chairman may bo clioson by 
tho electors present at tho opening of the cun- 
cns. The secretary and tellers shall bo chosen 
by the electors present at the opening of Che 
caucus." The chairman and secretary shall act as 
the' inspectors and shall take tho oath here- 
with enclosed. For the purpose of administer- 
ing this oath it. will bo necessary to have a 
notary public or n justice of the peace present 
at tho opening of the caucus. 


VOTING.- All voting shall be by ballot, which 


ballot shall be printed on plain, whito paper, or 
may be written by the individual voter and 
•hall be deposited by said voter in a box or 
other receptacle which receptacle shall be in 
full view of the chairman, secretary and tellers 
and shall not be moved during the caucus. 
When more than one set of delegates are to bo 
elected a separate box or receptacle should be 
furnished for each sot.
